The city election Saturday passed 
off quietly, only 510 votes were poll­ 
ed. 
There was no opposition to the 
regular democratic ticket except in 
the case of chief of police and wheth­ 
er or not Ada should be a city of the 
first class. Gee. Culver the democrat­ 
ic nominee for chief of police received 
391 votes while Mason, socialist, re­ 
ceived 119. Only 33 votes were polled 
against a city of the first class which 
is indeed gratifying. 
The greatest surprise of the day 
was the vote cast for W alter Mason 
for chief of police. The socialist par­ 
ty only claimed about 50 votes in the 
city, but the result shows that there 
are really a greater number.

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The following is an extract from 
Congressman J. T. Heflin’s speech in 
the House 
of 
Representatives, 
on 
Thursday, March 24. 
“Mr. Chairman, the attention of the 
world is turned to the South when 
in the spring of the year the farm­ 
er prepares his soil and places seed 
in the ground. 
Sunbeams dance on 
the surface, refreshing showers seek 
and find their hiding place, and lo! 
germination 
begins. 
Little 
plants 
push the clods away and smile at the 
sun. 
Gentle zephyrs kiss their tender 
faces and breathe into them the mes­ 
sage of their world 
mission. 
(Ap­ 
plause.) 
We hear the music of the 
hoe and the song of the happy plow­ 
man. 
Proud and graceful the little 
stalks stand mantled in leaves and 
ladened with squares. 
We look again 
and thousands of white blossoms are 
nodding welcome to 
the 
gold-belted 
bets. In a little while they are rosy 
red, then they assume a golden hue, 
and finally fade and fall, leaving be­ 
hind them tiny green spheres. Bask­ 
ing in sunshine 
and 
reveling 
in 
shower ,these flourish until autumn 
winds whisper to every full-grown 
boll “Open Sesame." (Applause.) Then 
the cotton stalk flings its fleecy fiber 
to the breeze and busy fingers pluck 
it from the boll. Now we hear the 
hum of the old cotton gin, the seed 
fall down on the floor below and lint 
comes out in swirls of snow. (Ap­

Lawton, Okla., March 28.— A veridct 
of not guilty was returned at 5:30 
this afternoon by the jury in the case 
of John and William Thomas who 
were charged with having murdered 
Dr. F. D. Beauchamp in this city Jan­ 
uary 15. 
The jury retired last night at 12 
o’clock. 
It was currently reported that an 
agreement would not be reached and 
only a few people were present in the 
court room when the jury came in. 
Among those present were the defend­ 
ants and their families and the wife 
and children and some brothers and 
cousins of Dr. Beauchamp. 
Expressions of surprise came from 
interested persons on both sides of 
the case and Judge Rosser stated from 
the bench that he could not concur in 
the jury’ verdict Two brothers of 
Beauchamp complimented the attor­ 
neys for the defense and declared they 
had been treated fairly. 
The killing of Dr. Beauchamp grew 
out of the killing of Charles Thomas, 
a brother of the defendants, by Beau­ 
champ, at Hobart, February 15, 1907, 
and this latter killing resulted from 
the alienation of the affections of Mrs. 
Beauchamp at Mangum several years 
ago by Charles Thomas who was then 
manager for a local lumber company. 
Beauchamp was at liberty on bond and 
resided at Lawton. His trial was to 
have been called in May. 
Beauchamp was perparing to leave 
Lawton and locate at some other town 
He had purchased a ticket to Chick­ 
asha and was in the act of boarding 
a train when the shooting of January 
15 took place. While it came out in evi­ 
dence during the trial that the five 
balls which entered his body came 
from the rear, contradictions to this 
were established by the Thomases that 
Beauchamp, upon observing William 
Thomas, made a move as if to draw 
his revolver. William Thomas fired 
and John Thomas, who was a few feet 
in the rear, joined with his revolver 
in the shooting. Beauchamp staggered 
to the depot wall, fell and expired.

7000 MEN WILL STRIKE TUESDAY 


Twenty-Five Thousand 
People 
WHI 
Be Affected by Trouble. 


McAlester, Okla., March 28.—Seven 
thousand miners will walk from the 
mines of Oklahoma next Tuesday night 
and the long threatened strike will 
have become a reality. Until the op­ 
erators have agreed to an increase 
in wrages of IO per cent or until a 
compromise is affected all mines in the 
state will remain idle. 
There are about 5,000 miners in the 
McAlester district 
and 
IOO 
mines. 
Probably 25,000 people in this district 
will be affected. 
The miners have refused to respect 
an order, issued at Kansas City Thurs­ 
day by the United Mine Workers of 
America, commanding the strikers to 
continue work. In the McAlester mines 
operations will he entirely suspended 
until a settlement is affected. 
A conference has been 
called 
to 
meet in Kansas City March 31. It is 
not expected that an early agreement 
will he reached. In fact, the strike 
doubtless will last for 60 to 90 days, 
possibly longer.

The surplus under the Me­ 
cum ber amendment, is taxable as soon 
as alienable, a condition which may 
be produced by various methods. The 
Mecum ber amendment is now in the 
courts, and should it be held unconsti­ 
tutional the lands would then be tax­ 
able under the Atoka agreement, the 
homestead remaining as before given 
aud the surplus reserved from taxa­ 
tion so long as the title remains in 
the original allottee, not to exceed 
twenty-one years. 
There are varying conditions with 
the other tribes.

WHAT WINTER WHEAT IS DOINO 
FOR SOUTHERN ALBERTA. 


Splendid Crops on the Former Ranch­ 
ing Plains of Canadian West. 


That portion of the country in Wes­ 
tern Canada formerly recognized as 
ranching country has develope^ into 
one of the best winter wheat districts 
in the continent. 
Yields are quoted 
running from 30 to 60 bushels to the 
acre, and giving a return to the farmer 
of from $25 to $50 per acre. 
These 
lands are now selling at from $12 to 
$20 per acre, and pay well at that 
figure. H. Howes of Magratb, Alberta, 
Western Canada, had 50 acres of land 
in wheat, which averaged 45 bushels 
to the acre; his yield of oats was 35 
bushels. 
The value to him per acre 
of wheat was $35.00. 
J. F. Haycock 
of the same place, says; 
“I had 65 
acres of wheat, 35 acres of oats and 
tfour acres of barley. My average yield 
of oats to the acre was 80 bushels; 
wheat winter—60 bushels and red 
W e , 33 bushels, and barley, 50 bush* 
©is. 
The value to me per acre was, 
wheat, $28.00; 
oats, $32.00, and bar­ 
ley, $24.00." 
J. F. Bradshaw of Ma- 
grath, had 1,030 acres of wheat in crop 
that averaged 39% bushels 
to 
the 
acre, his oats, 32 bushels; barley, 53 
bushels. 
He threshed 31,000 bushels 
of wheat from 540 acres. He also had 
250 tons of sugar beets from 25 acres 
worth $5.62% per ton. W. S. Sherod, 
of Lethbridge, says; "I came to Leth* 
bridge from Souris, North Dakota, in 
April, 
1907, having purchased 900 
acres of land in this district last fall. 
I had 128 acres of Alberta Red winter 
wheat which was put in on breaking in 
the fall of 1906, which yielded 41*4 
bushels to the acre, for which I re­ 
ceived 87% cents per bushel, which 
paid me $36.30 per acre. 
I had 190 
acres "stubbled in" that is disced 
in on the stubble, which yielded 22 
bushels to the acre at 87% cents per 
bushel, which paid me $19.25 to the 
acre. I also had 350 acres of strictly 
volunteer crop, which it was intended 
to prepare in the summer; but when it 
was seen that it was a good looking 
crop, it was allowed to go. From this 
we threshed 15 bushels to the acre 
which paid us at the rate of 87% 
cents per bushel or $13.12 per acre. 
Our total ^rop yielded us 14,742 bush­ 
els of first-class wheat. Taking it as 
a whole, I consider that I had a first- 
class crop all through; and, taking in­ 
to consideration the fact of part of the 
crop having been “stubbled in," and 
part strictly volunteer 
(which 
was 
never touched at all until the binder 
was put into it), I consider I had a 
heavy crop. 
I* might say that* I was 
in North Dakota 
five 
years, and I 
never grew as heavy a crop during 
that time. 
This is the 25th day of 
November, and my teams are still 
ploughing, and, from the appearance 
of the weather, will be for some time 
yet.” 
R. W. 
Bradshaw of Magrath, 
says: “I had this year 400 acres in 
crop, viz.: 200 acres of wheat and 200 
acres in oats. My average yield of 
oats to the acre was 50 bushels, and 
wheat, 22% bushels. The value to me 
per acre for wheat was $19.00, and 
oats, $17.00. 
The highest price ob­ 
tained by me this year or offered me 
for my grain was for wheat 82 cents 
per bushel, and $1.05 per hundred for 
oats. 
I also had IOO tons of hay 
worth $12.00 per ton, and will say my 
wheat was all volunteer this year. 
Lots of wheat is averaging from 50 to 
60 bushels per acre on summer fallow, 
and on new breaking, when the break­ 
ing was done early in the spring." 
Writing from Spring Coulee, Alberta* 
W. L. Thompson says: “I had this year 
3,000 acres in crop, viz.: 2,000 acres of 
wheat and 1,000 acres of oats. 
My 
average yield of oats to the acre was 
30 bushels and of wheat 35 bushels. 
The value to me per acre for wheat 
was $27.00 and for oats $15.00."

progress 
in

manufacture of large lenses 
daring 
the last 50 years was made by the 
Clarks of Cambridge, and their suc­ 
cess is at once the cause and the re­ 
sult of the fact that there are nearly 
as many large 
instruments 
in 
the 
United States as in all the rest of the 
world. Draper, Lick, Yerkes and other 
rich men have put Into the hands of 
astronomy a magnificent 
equipment. 
In this one subject, at least, circum­ 
stance and spirit have joined to pro­ 
mote the searchings of imaginative 
science.

Closes Its Doors at Last. 
The Ship tavern at Greenwich, one 
of the most famous of London’s river­ 
side inns, haiL closed its doors after ap 
existence extending back to the days 
of the great English statesman, Wil­ 
liam Pitt. It was at the Ship tavern 
that Pitt instituted the famous "min­ 
isterial whitebait dinners" during his 
term of 16 years as a member of the 
ministry. In the days when Green­ 
wich was a fashionable riverside re­ 
sort the Ship tavern became known 
all over the world. It was when Wil­ 
liam 
Pitt was 
prime 
minister, 120 
years ago, that he introduced the cus­ 
tom of a yearly gathering, at the close 
of the parliamentary session, of tho 
cabinet ministers, the judges of the 
high court, and other members of the 
government to partake of a banquet 
at the Ship tavern, Greenwich, known 
as the ministerial whitebait dinner. 
Its feature was whitebait, for which 
delicacy Greenwich is famous. 
The 
ministerial whitebait dinner at the 
Ship tavern was continued regularly 
from the time it was instituted by Pitt 
until 1880. 
From that time the cus­ 
tom was not observed regularly, and 
ten years ago it fell into entire dis­ 
use.

the alienation of the affections of Mrs. 
Beauchamp at Mangum several years 
ago by Charles Thomas who was then 
manager for a local lumber company. 
Beauchamp was at liberty on bond and 
resided at Lawton His trial was to 
have been called in May. 


Beauchamp was perparlng to leave 


Lawton and locate at some other town 
He had purchased a ticket to Chick- 
asha and was in the act of boarding 
a train when the shooting of Janua-y 
15 took place. While it came out in evi- 
dence during the trial that the five 
balls which entered his body came 
from the rear, contradictions to this 
were established by the Thomases that 
Beauchamp, upon observing William 
Thomas, made a move as if to draw 
his revolver. William Thomas fired 
and John Thomas, who was a few feot 
in the rear, joined with his revolver 
in the shooting. Beauchamp staggered 
to the depot wall, fell and expired.

7000 MEN WILL STRIKE TUESDAY 


Twenty -Five Thousand People 


Be Affected by Trouble. 


Will 


McAlester, Okla., March 28.—Seven 


thousand miners will walk from the 
mines of Oklahoma next Tuesday night 
and the long threatened strike will 
have become a reality. Until the op- 
erators have agreed to an increase 
in wages of 10 per cent or until 
compromise is affected all mines in the 
state will remain idle. 


There are about 6,000 miners in the 


McAlester district 
and 
100 mines 


Probably 26,000 people in this district 
.vill be affected. 


The miners have refused to respect 


an order, issufd at Kansas City Thurs- 
day by the United Mine Workers of 
America, commanding the strikers to 
continue work In the McAlester mines 
operations will be entirely suspended 
until a settlement is affected. 


A conference has been 
called 
to 


meet in Kansas City March 31. It is 
not expected that an early agreement 
will be reached. In fact, the strike 
doubtless wiH last for 60 to 90 days, 
possibly longer.

this afternoon by the jury in the case 
of John and William Thomas who 
were charged with having murdered 
Dr. F. D. Beauchamp In this city Jan- 
uary 15. 


The Jury retired last night at 12 


o'clock. 


It was currently reported that an 


agreement would not be reached and 
only a few people were present In the 
court room when the jury came in. 
Among those present were the defend- 
ants and their families and the wife 
and children and some brothers and 
cousins of Dr. Beauchamp. 


Expressions of surprise came from 


nterested persons on both sides of 
he case and Judge Rosser stated from 
he 'bench that he could not concur in 
:he jury' verdict. Two brothers of 
Jeauchamp complimented the attor- 
neys for the defense and declared they 
had been treated fairly. 


The killing of Dr. Beauchamp grew 
ut of the killing of Charles Thomas, 


a 'brother of the defendants, by Beau- 
champ, at Hobart, February 15, 1907, 
and this latter killing resulted from 
the alienation of the affections of Mrs. 
Beauchamp at Mangum several years 
ago by Charles Thomas who was then 
manager for a local lumber company. 
Beauchamp was at liberty on bond and 
resided at Lawton His trial was to 
have been called in May. 


Beauchamp was perparing to leave 


Lawton and locate at some other town 
He had purchased a ticket to Chick- 
asha and was in the act of boarding 
a train when the shooting of January 
15 took place. While it came out in evi- 
dence during the trial that the five 
balls which entered his body came 
from the rear, contradictions to this 
were established by the Thomases that 
Beauchamp, upon observing William 
Thomas, made a move as if to draw 
his revolver. William Thomas fired 
and John Thomas, who waa a few feet 
in the rear, joined with his revolver 
in the shooting. Beauchamp staggered 
to the depot wall, fell and expired.

Cumber amendment, is taxable as soon 
as alienable, a condition which may 
1>e produced 'by various methods. The 
McCuraber amendment is now in the 
courts, and should it be held unconsti- 
tutional the lands would then be tax- 
able under the Atoka agreement, tlie 
homestead remaining as before given 
and the surplus reserved from taxa- 
tion so long as the title remains in 
the original allottee, not to exceed 
twenty-one years.

American Astronomers. 


When Lord Kelvin died the world 


showed that Its imagination had been 
seized by the quality of the man aud 
by something in his work deeper than 
technical achievement and larger than 
a mere list of scientific discoveries 
That quality and that deeper signifi 
cance were the man's Imagination, his 
scientific projections of thought into 
the unknown. It was suggested at the 
time that the American man of science 
and letters Is deficient in courage 
imaginative, sweep, the power to make 
large correlations. Whether or not 
this is true In general, there is one 
branch ol science in which the Amer! 
can has shown daring and largeness of 
vision—astronomy. We, the "practi- 
cal" people, are assiduous star-gazers 
independent and constructive. 
The 


wort of the late Prof. C. A. Young, of 
Rowland and S. P. Langley in solar 
.-chemistry,,,the audacious conclusions 
.of Prof. Perolval Lowell from-surfare 
markings on the planet Mars, and the 
varied labors of the Pickerings and 
Prof. Simon Newcomb—not to men 
tlon many other workers in this field 
—make an Important contribution to 
Imaginative science. No other mani- 
festation of the theoretical mind exists 
in this country amid such happy con- 
ditions. The Youth's Companion sug- 
gests that the clearness of our air has 
no doubt encouraged observation. The 
most remaikable progress in the 
manufacture of large lenses during 
the last 50 years was made by the 
Clarks of Cambridge, and their suc- 
cess Is at once the cause and the re- 
sult of the fact that there are nearly 
as many large instruments in the 
United States as In all the rest of the 
world. Draper, Lick, Yerkes and other 
rich men have put into the hands of 
astronomy a magnificent equipment. 
In this one subject, at least, circum- 
stance and spirit have joined to pro- 
mote the searchings of imaginative 
science. 


Clows Ita Poors at Last. 


The Ship tavern at Greenwich, one 


of the most famous of London's rivet- 
side inns, hatKdosed itSjdoors after an 
existence extending back to the days 
of the great English statesman, Wll- 
lam Pitt. It was at the Ship tavern 
that Pitt Instituted the famous "min- 
sterial whitebait dinners" during his 
:erm of 16 years as a member of the 
ministry. In the days when Green- 
wich was a fashionable riverside re- 
sort the Ship tavern became known 
all over the world. It was when Wii- 
lam Pitt was prime minister, 120 
years ago, that he introduced the cus- 
tom of a yearly gathering, at the clo=o 
of the parliamentary session, of tho 
cabinet ministers, the judges of the 
hfgh court, and other members of th« 
government to partake of a banquet 
at the Ship tavern. Greenwich, known 
as the ministerial whitebait dinner. 
Its feature was whitebait, for which 
delicacy Greenwich is famous 
The 


ministerial whitebait dinner at the 
Ship tavern was continued regularly 
from the time it was instituted by Pitt 
until 1880 
From that time the cus- 


tom was not observed regularly, aud 
ten years ago it fell Into entire dis- 
use. 


Oxygen has become the almost uni- 


versal remedy in cases of poisoning by 
gas, such as coal gas, acetylene, foul 
air from sewers, after-damp of mines, 
etc, but its application is sometimes 
a difficult matter for the inexperienced 
bystander. 
A new apparatus by Dr 


Brat, made In Westphalia, is designed 
to clear the lungs and act more or less 
automatically in giving artificial res- 
piration. The portable form consists 
of a fair-sized oxygen cylinder, a chest 
containing a small 
air-pump, levers 


and other parts, and the usual face 
mask for the patient. When able to 
do so, the patient breathes the oxygen 
without help IE necessary, the attend- 
ant gives a rhythmical motion to the 
pump valve and the liberated oxygen 
actuates the pump, withdrawing air 
from the lungs. Respiration is thus 
re-started or supported. 


The retirement of John Mitchell 


from the presidency of the United 
Mine Workers of America, because of 
ill health, will be a matter of regret to 
many persons besides the members of 
the organization which he has so ably 
represented for the past nine years. In 
his combined firmness and tact, bis 
courage and his courtesy, he has been 
a model leader of men.
